NURSEHEEDED 


In the Yellow Fever Strteken Dlstrleta 
of the Sooth to Battle With the 
Dreaded Plagoe. 


jAOKsoRvniiA, Fla., Sept. 
11.—The 
official bolletin for yesterday reports 
only thirty-two new cases of yellow fe- 
ver for the twenty-four hours ending at 
p. m„ 
and six deaths. 
The total 
number of cases to date are 636; total 
deaths 97. It is estimated that there 
has been thirty percent, more oases, 
principally very mild, than have been 
reported. 


There is still a great want of physi- 
cians and nurses. One hundred more 
nurses are needed. 
It is probable that 
there have been nearW 900 oases in the 
city, and there are 300 or 400 oaem un- 
der treatment. 


Liberal contributions are coming in 
from all parts of the union. Dr. D. H . 
Malett, the eminent commander of the 
Knight Templars of this city, has con- 
ceived the idea of opening a charity 
hospilal, under the aanpices of his order, 
for the general admission of yellow 
fever patients. 
Dr. Malett will arrange 
at once, if proper quarters can be se- 
cured, for such a hospital. 


Dr. J. L. Posey, of the United States 
marine hospital service, assigned to in- 
spect the town of McOlenny, found 
some thirty five cases of fever in a 
popolation of I.OOO and seven deaths.

I have heard on good authority that 
there is an interesting relic preserved 
in Ainwick Ca.stle, to which a romantic 
legend is attached.

On the night preceding the 
battle of Waterloo the Duke of Well- 
ington and his chief officers attended a 
ball at Brussels given by the Duchess 
of Bichmond; and Maj.

ady whom he met for the first time. 
When "midnight brought the signal- 
sound of strife," and Maj. Percy and the 
lady had to part, with mutual regret, he 
begged of her some souvenir of their 
happy meeting and she resigned to him 
her reticule: Next day came the great 
battle, and Maj. Percy Avas selected to 
convey to Lord Bathurst the Duke's 
famous dispatch, with its admirable de- 
scription of the contest, dated Waterloo, 
June 19, 1815.

ment was conveyed to the Minister in 
the treasured reticule. 
The story as 
told to me ended with the sad conclu- 
sion that the Major searched in vain for 
the owner of the reticule, aiáfthey never 
afteiTrard met.

But its appear- 
ance, however attractive, is unimport- 
ant when compared with the noble uses 
to which it is devoted. 
Its purposes 
might be briefly summed up in the one 
popular word, culture, bnt that would 
have to be understood as embracing the 
three kinds of culture, viz.: physical, 
moral and mental. On the first floor, 
or rather in the delightfully cool base- 
ment, are four billiard tables and p ^ l 
tables in one large room, in an adjoin- 
ing one is a ten-pen alley, on another 
side are wash and bath tooms, while in 
front of these is an amply large room in 
which are hung various pictures and the 
chartws of different societies which meet 
and transact their business here. Ward- 
robes for regalias and niche-like rooms 
in which are closets and trunks for the 
plumes, swords and uniforms of the 
Catholic Knights are also near by. 


On the second floor, which is but a 
few steps above the pavement, is the 
reading room, library room and winter 
chapel. The library is filled with books 
and pamphlets in great variety and 
now number in the collection 5,000 vol- 
umes. 


The reading ro<»n contains desks with 
pens, ink and neat letter heads, always 
in readiness for the members, and a 
great number of newspapers and maga 
zines, properly placed in stalled desks 
intended for the purposes. Among the 
dailies always kept on hand, I noticed 
the leading ones of New York, Philadel 
phia, Cincinnati, Chicago, Indianapolis 
and all those of Fort Wayne. All the 
leading Catholic papers are, t^f conrse, 
there, and among them the New Bee- 
ord holds a prominent place, a ad seems 
to li? eagerly read. 
Thf< 
American 
Machinist and the /Scientific American 
are also kept for the profit of the many 
Fort Wayne yonng men who are inter- 
ested in the subjects of which they 
treat. Oirthe next fioor is the hall 
proper. It has a good stagt) famished 
with about $1,500 worth of scenery, and, 
with the galleries, has a comfortable 
seating capacity of over 1,200. It is used 
for a variety of purpoeen, snoh as lec- 
tures, fairri, commencement exercises, 
etc. In speaking of the suocess of the 
lectures during the past winter the Bev. 
Father O'Leary, who kindly showed me 
through the building, said not only had 
the h otares been a success in point of 
attendance, but also in a financial sense, 
for $800 had been realized from them. 
This will give some idea of the great re- 
sults flowing from this work which be- 
gan some years ago b j the Bev. J. H. 
Brammer under circamstances not the 
most encouraging. Apparently he is a 
very happy mao, and no doubt much of 
his joy is derived from ¿'contemplation 
of the abundant fruits yielded by nis 
work. To him is due the credit for 
planning and carrying into suoceRsfuI 
execution what is now the greatest 
agency of its kind for good in the city. 
Bnt I am digressing from my descrip- 
tion to displease one who desires no 
mention in this connection. Some day 
when he has left the library hall behind 
as his proudest monnment, it will echo 
wi^h his praises when he will not be 
there to protest. 


Ample provision is made for various 
games and kinds of exercise besides 
those I 
have mentioned, such as 
checkers, dominoes, dumb bells, Indian 
clubs, etc. 


Many noted lecturers have spoken 
here in the past, bat those who were 
here during the past winter were: 
Fa- 
thers Cook, of 8t. Lonis; Walsh, of 
Notre Dame; Cuisack, of Dayton, O ; 
and Domey. of ChioRgo. It will at once 
be seen what a rare intellectual treat 
the Fcrt Wayne people enjoyed during 
the past year, and what a great educa- 
tor this institution with its lectures 
and reading matter certainly is. But 
not mere intellectual development is 
accomplished, for young men, instead 
of resorting to and being ruined by the 
saloon and its surroundings, come here 
where an atmosphere of pure speech 
and 
manly manners 
prevades 
all 
bpace forbids a discription as lengthy 
as this subject merits because of the 
perfection to which its every feature 
has been reduced, and because of the 
few such really succesafal Institutions 
in cities of larger Catholic population 
than has Fort Wayne. All honor then 
to the Catholic people of this city for 
this work, and may other cities soon 
follow suite.
